Canada, like other growing countries, 
is already facing a shortage in meat sup- 
ply The population is rapidly increas- 
ing, whereas the supply of cattle, sheep 
and hogs is decreasing rapidly. In sev- 
eral provinces the actual number of 
cattle, sheep and hogs is less than five 
years ago, The breaking up of the ranch 
and range country in the west into small 
farins has made serious inroads into the 
supply of beef and mutton from that 
territory, and has practically cut off the 
supply of thin young cattle which for- 
merly were shipped to Ontario to be 
finished over.
